TVRKI.SII ATROCITIES IN AllMKXIA. 


The people of Armenia, which is an 


inland region of Western Asia, mostly 
within the limits of Asiatic Turkey, are 
Christians. The country is mountain- 
ous and its inhabitants, like all mount- 
aineers, are brave and independent, 
They profess to have been the flrst 
nation that unitedly embraced Ghrist- 
tianity; and they have adhered to that 
faith through ages of Moslem persecu- 
tion. In 687 tha Moslem Caliphs in- 
vaded Armenia. Though the Armenians 
Buffered various disasteis they refused 
to embrace Islamism. 
In 1390 the 


country was devastated by Tamerlane, 
and afterwards overrun by the Turks, 
who still hold the country in subjec- 
tion, though a part of ancient Armenia 
is subject to Russia. 


The fanatical Musselmans have aub- 


sion of Congress to pass a free coinage 
bill, whatever might be the result of 
the November election. 
They could 


not see how Mr. Bland, posing as one 
of the champions of silver, coald en- 
dorse the Administration of Mr. Cleve- 
land, who is as much opposed to the 
metal as Mr. Sherman, and concluded, 
as they could not consistently vote for 
Mr. Bland nor bis goldbug Republican 
opponent, to not vote at all.

jected th°i Christian Armenians to the 
greatest persecution. Thoy hate the 
Christian dogs, as they 
call them. 


They do not allow them to have tire- 
arms or weapons of nay kind, and upon 
the slightest pretext, and frequently 
without any provocation whatever, they 
massacre the people of large towns and 
villages. Recently ono of those out- 
rages was perpetrated, the Armenians 
say, by Turkish troops, and the hero- 
ism of the defenseless and unarmed 
Armenians is without parallel. When 
the Turks besieged Andakh the Armen- 
ians strengthened their position and 
defended it heroically for six days, 
fighting with stones »ud pitchforks. 
The women took the places of their 
dead husbands and when provisions 
gave out defended the village while the 
men went out to forage for food. 
Finally, when surrounded on all sides 
and the women with their children saw 
that they could not flght their way out, 
the wife of their chief stepped on a 
high rock and ciied: "Sisters, you 
must fall into the hands of the Turks 
and forget your husbands, your homes 
and your holy religion to adopt Islam- 
ism, or you must follow me." Holding 
her young ohild in'her aims she dashed 
off the precipice. Others followed liar 
example and the children 
followed 


their mothers until the lavine was 
filled with their bodies. 


The Armenians have for years ap- 


pealed ia vain to Christian nations for 
protection from Turkish persecution, 
and now, in the name of humanity, 
renew the appnal. The British and 
other European Governments, as well 
as our own, turned a deaf ear to their 
entreaties until the press and the pul- 
pit have forced them to take action. 
England and RUS-PH will take the 
initiative and invest gate the outrages. 
Possibly Turkey may be asked to re- 
strain its soldiery and not permit such 
atrocities, and there the matter will 
end. 


The good people of the civilized 


world contribute millions annually to 
maintain missionaries in heathen coun- 
tries, yet the governments of those 
nations permit the oldest Christian 
nation to be persecuted to the limits of 
human endurance by the most fanati- 
cal and blood-thirsty Christian haters 
on the globe, because interference with 
their deviltry might disturb the bal- 
ance of power in Europe.

The Program on Secretary Carlisle's 


Plan. 


WASHINGTON, December 15.—By the 
lose vote of 9 to 8, the Committee on 
tanking and Currency of the House 
decided to-night to report Secretary 
Carlisle's plan for the revision of the 
urrency. Representative Johnson of 
Ohio and Representative Ellis of Ken- 
ticky voted with the Republicans 
against reporting the plan. 


The report will be made on Monday, 


the debate will begin on Tuesday and 
;he Committee on Rules wil]L be asked 
to fix the final vote in the House for 
next Friday at 3 P. M. This conclusion 
was reached after a spirited executive 
session of the committea. It has been 
in session for a week hearing officials 
and bankers on the proposed revision. 
The hearing closed to-day at 4 o'clock. 
Chairman Springer announced that the 
Democrats of the committee had agreed 
on a rule for conducting the debate. 
This contemplated the reporting of the 
bill on Monday, general debate on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, debate under 
the five-minute rule on Thursday and 
Friday and a vote at 3 P. M. Friday. It 
was also decided that the daily debate 
should begin at 11 A. M. and that there 
should be night sessions. 


Mr. Springer said that no amend- 


ments would now be offered to Car- 
lisle's plan, but that it would be open 
to amendment by any member on the 
floor of the House.

According to Wasbirngton correspond- 


ents, who say they have made a very 
careful and exhaustive inquiry into the 
matter, the House 
Committee on 


Bankingaud Currency will report a bill 
framed 
on

This 
bill, 
they 


claim, will receive the 
support of 


many of the Southern members and 
possibly of the silver men from the 
West. It will doubtless pass the House, 
but may be defeated in the Senate. 


Many members of the House who 


were friendly to silver say the recent 
election furnishes evidence of increas- 
ing unfriendliness to free 
coinage. 


They point to the defeat of Bland, 
Pence, Eloe, and other prominent bi- 
metallists, and tbe election of pro- 
nounced anti silver men in various 
Western States as indicating that the 
people do not want free coinage, and 
therefore they must embrace the next 
best proposition which may furnish the 
people more money, even if it be not so 
good, and they believe this can be se- 
cured by the Carlisle plan. This view, 
however, prevails only in the House 
and among members who were defeated 
for re-election. In the Senate the sil- 
ver sentiment is as strong as ever, and 
it is not probable that a bill based on 
the Carlisle scheme will pass that body 
without a bitter struggle. 


The opinions of the Washington cor- 


respondents, nearly all of whom are 
connected with the metropolitan press, 
may b? expressed for a purpose. The 
large city newspapers are opposed to 
free coinage and do all in their power 
to discourage the spread of the silver 
sentiment It is quite natural that men 
like Congressman Bland, who has baen 
advocating free coinage within old party 
lines for years, should attribute bis de- 
feat to a growing feeling against silver. 
It should be remembered, however, that 
Mr. Bland was a candidate on a plat- 
form that endorsed Mr. Cleveland's 
Administration, and it is but reason- 
able to assume that his defeat is 
mainly attributable to that 
fact. 


Candid men, who believe in the full 
lemonetization of silver, regardless of 
its effect on party, would naturally 
question the sincerity of Mr. Bland or 
any other avowed advocate of free 
coinage who endorsed /an Administra- 
tion or a party that M opposed to it. 
They knew that if the Democrats, aa a 
party, favored free coinage they would 
hav« tbe power daring the short 


Esteo Determined to Down Bndd. 


SAN FRANCISCO, December 15.—The 


Republican State Central Committee 
is in session this afternoon. Tbe ses- 
sion is executive, but reporteis were 
admitted to hear a speech by M. M 
Estee to the committee. 


Estee said the only thing for the 


Republicans to do was to flght for 
honest elections. He said they must 
act now, and that though a recount in 
San Francisco might unearth only a 
small amount of the frauds committed, 
it would at least show whether there 
had been open violation of the election 
franchise in counting the ballots. The 
speaker then roferred to certain pro 
cincts in San Francisco in which irreg 
ularities are admitted and frauds are 
apparent. 


He referred briefly to the case or 


Congressman Hillborn, in whose case 
he said, the Democrats did not hesitate 
to go behind the returns when they had 
an opportunity to oust him and seat a 
Democrat. In conclusion, after again 
demanding a recount, Estee said he 
would rather be beaten by fraud than 
elected by fraud. 


After considerable discussion fol 


lowing Estee's speech, the committee

He Appeared Before the Bouse Banking 


nnrt Currency Committee. 


WASHINGTON, December 15.—W. J. St. 


John, President of the New York Mer- 
cantile Bank, appeared before the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee to-day 
and gave his views on finance. St. 
John declared it was the duty of Con- 
gress to stop experimenting and go 
back to the Hamilton-Jeff erson coinage 
system to restore bimetallism, inde- 
pendent of other nations. He took up 
the subject of what be termed "Gold- 
ites." He cited the record of France 
in independent bimetallism. The con- 
ditions in the United States were much 
more propitious for such action. With- 
in teu years there was a promise of ex- 
ceeding the population of Great Brit- 
ain and France and our gold and silver 
could circulate over a territory seven- 
teen times the area of France. 


St. John presented a bill as a remedy. 


It provider for silver coinage on the 
same basis as gold. To meet the money 
stringency the bill provides for coin 
certificates based on bonds hypothe- 
cated by btnks in such quantities as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may deter- 
mine. St. John said the bill would put 
the country on a silver basis and for 
all time thereafter both metals would 
circulate. 


As to the Carlisle plan St. John said 


it would "fall flat." The banks would 
not accept it. They would become State 
banks, but the Secretary's bill was 
better than tbe Baltimore plan.

Will go into Effect on the Southern 


Pacific System January Igt 


The Bulletin says. "What General 


Superintendent Fillmore emphatically 
callo a 'general readjustment of the 
wage schedule ' will go into effect on 
the Southern Pacific system on the 
first day of January. 


"This means a general cut in wages, 


with some slight exceptions. The re- 
ductions are to affect the engineers and 
firemen, freight-handlers and employes 
of various departments. 


"Several hundred freight-handlers at 


Fourth and Townsend streets will have 
their pay cut down from the present 
rate of 22}^ cents an hour to 20 cents 
an hour. Engineers of switch engines 
will receive uniform wages of $3 a day. 
Excepting those of Oakland they now 
get $100 a month of twenty-six working 
days. A few engineers in the West 
Oakland yards will benefit by the 
change to the extent of $3 a month, but 
for the others the ' readjustment' 
means a reduction of about one-flfth of 
the present wages. 


"There is still some uncertainty as 


to the future wages of th-s engineers on 
the mountain divisions, but some re- 
ductions are expected. The pay of 
engineers having runs in the valleys is 
not likely to be reduced. 


"The new schedule is to relate to al 


parts of the Southern Pacific system 
between Portland and El Paso, and 
from San Francisco to Ogden. 


"There is much feeling over the 


matter among the employes affected 
particularly among the engineers who 
are to suffer, in view of the fact thai 
the engineers stood! by the company 
during the great strike of last July and 
enabled it to operate trains despite the 
A. R. U. 


Talk of a strike, in consequence ol 


the cut, is heard in some quarters, bul 
the general opinion among the railroad 
men is that the new schedule will be 
perforce accepted, as under present 
conditions a strike would be hopeless.
